Kimberly Council heeds warning of city building hazard

:Lawrence James Jenkins, 4S,'had 
asked for the recotulderatlon through 
his attorney Kathy Epeldl, a public 
defender, Jeaklns, who remained In 
prison during Friday's bearing, was 
sentenced to 2S years in prison in 
October 19B2 for fatally wounding 
James Legg at a bar In Twin Falls in 
September 1981. Legg was shot In the 
head. 

A Jury found Jenkhis guilty of 
second-degree murder. The sentence 
later, was appealed on. the grounds- 
that the punishment was excessive. 
But the district court ruling was 
iqihdd by the Idalw Stqireme Court 

Epddi said that her cose was de- _ 
pendent iipoo a rqmrt from prison 
officials on Jenkins' behavior. She 
asked forno q)eclflc reduction. 

Harry DeHaan, the Twin Falls 
County prosecutor, said that Jenkins 

should fulfill bis term beblnd bars.

-new era In personal InvesUag," said 
C. Derek Anderson, whose firm Is 
of f erlng Just such a service. 

Anderson Is billing lis product, 
named Desk Top Broker, as "the first 
personal computer trading and 
portfolio management system In the 
investment business." 

■It allows Investors to buy and sell 
stock through CD. Anderson & Co.*a 
wire room, keep track of their 
portfolios, check ciuient prices, 
trends, prtce-eamings ratios and 
previous closes. 

While the investor reads the paper 



or vacuums the carpel, the computer 
will also keep an ^ on up to 18 
selected stocks, beeping every time 
the market price changes. Buy-sell 
lUnlts'can tM pragranuned'ln,-and If 
the selected stocks drop or rise atmve 
the limits, the computer will take note 
— though In a less audible manner. 

Anderson unveiled the service last 
fall, but recently updatedit, addbig a 
new feature, that cuts the time it takes, 
to complete a transaction from four 
minutes to 60 to 90 seconds. 

Customers pay a one^me fee of 
|1»,. which. includes the cost of the. 
software. Contacting (he Anderson 
wire room In San ninclscd con be 
done for the price of a local phone call 

^In 300 cities serviced by a Telenet 
system to which Anderson subscribes. 
Une charges are 40 cents a minute 
during business bouts, and less on 
weekends and overnight.

signal," Anderson said. "If a market 
event took place, such as.

In the few months since the system 
has been totroduced, the Investing 
public has not exactly been overrun- 
ning Anderson's sales offices. About

The biggest stumbling block, he 
theorized, may be "confusion about 
what type of personal computer to' 
buy," even though the system works 
with any Apple, IBM, or IBM- 
compatible ^item. .
